WalletHub  ranks  ICC  first 
among  state’s  two-year  institutions

Itawamba  Community  College  has 
ranked  first  among  all  public  state  two-year 
institutions  in  a  WalletHub  study  that  sur¬ 
veyed  hundreds  of  community  colleges 
across  the  United  States. 

In  order  to  determine  the  best  commu¬ 
nity  colleges  in  the  U.S.,  the  financial  insti¬ 
tution  WalletHub  selected  a  sample  of  698 
schools  from  the  list  of  member  institutions 
in  the  American  Association  of  Community 
Colleges. 

The  schools  were  evaluated  based  on  cost 
and  financing  and  both  education  and  ca¬ 
reer  outcomes. 

“For  70  plus  years,  providing  affordable 
and  accessible  education  has  always  been  a 
significant  component  of  Itawamba  Com¬ 
munity  College’s  mission,”  said  ICC  Presi¬ 
dent  Dr.  Jay  Allen.  “National  recognition  of 
the  College  in  this  area  is  an  indication  that 
ICC  is  fulfilling  that  mission  and  serving  our 
students  who  are  out  top  priority.  Their  suc¬ 
cess  is  our  success.” 

According  to  WalletHub,  community  col¬ 
leges  are  a  more  attractive  option  especially 
this  year  as  many  individuals  are  struggling 
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financially  during  the  COVID-19  pandemic. 
Other  than  affordability,  community  col¬ 
leges  provide  more  flexible  schedules, 
smaller  class  sizes  and  rigorous  coursework. 

The  average  age  of  community  college 
students  is  28,  and  a  vast  majority  of  these 


students  balance  their  studies  with  jobs, 
family  or  both,  commitments  that  often 
limit  their  enrollment  to  one  or  two  classes 
per  semester.  According  to  the  latest  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  American  Association  of 
Community  Colleges,  62  percent  of  all  full¬ 
time  and  72  percent  of  part-time  students 
at  community  colleges  work.  Fifty  nine  per¬ 
cent  of  all  students  receive  some  type  of  fi¬ 
nancial  aid. 

ICC’s  tuition  has  been  consistently 
ranked  among  the  lowest  offered  by  Missis¬ 
sippi’s  15  community  colleges. 

The  study  included  the  rankings  for  12 
Mississippi  schools  listed  in  order  by  high¬ 
est  to  lowest  community  college  rankings  in 
Mississippi:  Itawamba  Community  College, 
Pearl  River  Community  College,  East  Cen¬ 
tral  Community  College,  Mississippi  Gulf 
Coast  Community  College,  Hinds  Commu¬ 
nity  College,  East  Mississippi  Community 
College,  Jones  College,  Meridian  Commu¬ 
nity  College,  Northeast  Mississippi  Com¬ 
munity  College,  Holmes  Community 
College,  Mississippi  Delta  Community  Col¬ 
lege  and  Coahoma  Community  College.

ICC’s  fall  enrollment  increases 
in  spite  of  COVID-19

ICC’s  fall  enrollment 
has  increased  even  in  the 
unique  environment 
caused  by  COVID-19. 

With  full-time  enroll¬ 
ment  beginning  at  more 
than  5,000  and  an  in¬ 
crease  in  credit  hours, 
ICC  also  has  705  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  participat¬ 
ing  in  the  dual  credit 
program,  which  enables 
high  school  students  to 
earn  college  hours. 

The  increase  is  deter¬ 
mined  by  comparing  en¬ 
rollments  for  the  2029 
and  2020  fall  semesters. 
EXCITING  NEWS 
“This  is  very  exciting 
news,  since  the  increases 
are  in  headcount,  full¬ 
time  equivalencies  and 
credit  hours,”  said  ICC 
President  Dr.  Jay  Allen. 
“The  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  that 
ICC  is  serving  is  signifi¬ 
cant  because  we  have  ad¬ 
ditional  opportunities  to 
provide  a  solid  educa¬ 


tional  foundation  and 
the  best  start  for  those  in 
our  five-county  district 
and  beyond.”

Enrollment  figures  in¬ 
clude  online,  academic, 
and  career  education 
classes,  but  not  work¬ 
force  totals,  which  are 
not  measured  on  a  se¬ 
mester  basis,  Allen  said. 
Because  of  COVID-19, 
ICC  has  altered  its  in¬ 
structional  delivery 
methods  which  now  in¬ 
clude  face-to-face  only, 
face-to-face  hybrid 
which  has  an  online 
component,  face-to-face 
Zoom  and  online.  “We 
are  offering  options  that 
provide  our  students 
with  face-to-face  instruc¬ 
tional  time  while  physi¬ 
cally  distancing  the 
classroom  to  create  a 
healthy  and  high  quality 
instructional  environ¬ 
ment,”  Allen  said.  -  See 
increase,  page  six .

College  safety  priority 
for  Campus  Police

Safety  for  the  staff  and  students 
at  Itawamba  Community  College 
is  a  top  priority,  according  to  Po¬ 
lice  Chief  Ricky  Brasel.  “The  Cam¬ 
pus  Police  do  whatever  they  can  to 
be  sure  the  students  and  staff  at 
ICC  stay  safe.” 

Brasel  said  that  if  Campus  Po¬ 
lice  on  the  Fulton  Campus  are 
needed,  the  phone  number  to 
reach  them  is  (662)  862-8300. 
“The  officer(s)  on  duty  will  receive 
the  call  and  respond  as  quickly  as 
possible  to  the  situation  at  hand.” 
Additional  numbers  are  Tupelo, 
(662)  620-5300,  and  Belden, 


(662)  407-1571. 

If  there  is  a  fender-bender  or  a 
car  is  broken  into  at  any  ICC  loca¬ 
tion,  those  involved  are  to  call 
Campus  Police.  The  officers  who 
receive  the  call  will  come  to  the 
scene  and  file  a  report. 

Brasel  said  that  ICC  and  Cam¬ 
pus  Police  have  measures  put  into 
place  if  the  safety  of  students  and 
staff  is  at  risk.  For  example,  in  the 
event  of  an  active  shooter,  there 
are  safety  precautions  to  make 
sure  that  everyone  is  in  a  safe 
place.  The  faculty  and  staff  at  ICC 
know  what  to  do  if  the  situation 
were  to  ever  occur,  Brasel  noted. 
Every  year  there  is  a  drill  at  one  of 
ICC’s  three  locations  to  ensure 


that  everyone  is  aware  of  the  pro¬ 
tocols  and  are  prepared. 

For  those  who  make  ICC  their 
home,  residents  and  even  com¬ 
muters,  the  college  has  cameras 
throughout  the  Fulton  Campus  in 
each  building  including  dorm  hall¬ 
ways,  to  guarantee  the  safety  of 
the  students  and  staff.  The  police 
on  duty  also  drive  around  campus 
and  walk  through  academic  build¬ 
ings  and  residence  halls  day  and 
night  to  ensure  maximum  safety, 
Brasel  said.  Parking  lots,  such  as 
the  one  at  Sheffield  Hall,  have 
been  illuminated  with  extra  lights 
for  added  protection. 

Perhaps  the  best  advice  Brasel 
gives  is,  “Just  stay  safe!” 


AD  Nursing  instructor  Fleming-Parker 
secures  grant  for  bike  helmets

Children  in  Itawamba  Community 
College’s  Child  Care  Centers  will  ben¬ 
efit  from  the  care  and  concern  of  Asso¬ 
ciate  Degree  Nursing  instructor  Dr. 
Mary  Ann  Fleming-Parker  of  Tupelo. 

This  summer,  Fleming-Parker  ap¬ 
plied  for  and  received  a  Prevention  and 
Education  grant  through  the  Trau¬ 
matic  Brain  Injury/Spinal  Cord  Injury 
Trust  Fund,  through  which  75  bicycle 
helmets  were  provided  for  the  child 
care  participants  at  the  college. 

ICC  Associate  Degree  Nursing  pro¬ 
gram  director  Dr.  Dana  Walker  said 
that  as  part  of  their  coursework,  soph¬ 
omore  nursing  students  in  the  Family 
Centered  Nursing  Care  course  develop 
and  present  health  promotion  teaching 
projects  to  children  at  the  Child  Devel¬ 
opment  Centers  at  both  the  Fulton  and 
Tupelo  campuses. 

The  students  have  been  at  the  CDCs 
on  both  campuses  most  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  since  Sept.  1  to  assist  with 
temperature  checks  and  hand  washing 
as  students  arrive  and  then  present  a 
variety  of  health  promotion  projects, 
Fleming-Parker  said.  They  will  con¬ 
tinue  through  Nov.  3. 

Fleming-Parker’s  students  pre¬ 
sented  the  helmets  Tuesday  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  at  the  centers  in  simultaneous 
programs  beginning  at  7:15  a.m.  with 
temperature  checks,  hand  washing 
and  sanitizing  instruction  and  demon-

stration.  The  two  students  at  the  Tu¬ 
pelo  Campus  and  three  students  at  the 
Fulton  Campus  also  provided  instruc¬ 
tion  about  bicycle  safety.  They  include 
Callie  Craig  of  Houston,  Nyeshia  Mc- 
Gregory  of  Okolona,  Tupelo  Campus; 
and  Whitney  Hankins  and  Van 
Thomas,  both  of  Tupelo,  and  Haley 


Williams  of  Fulton. 

The  project  had  a  special  meaning 
for  Callie  Craig,  one  of  the  students 
who  was  a  presenter  at  the  Tupelo 
Campus.  Her  cousin  suffered  a  TBI 
from  a  bicycle  accident,  and  she  knows 
first-hand  the  importance  of  wearing  a 
helmet.  “The  helmet  safety  project  is 


special  for  me  to  perform  because  of 
the  impact  helmet  safety  has  had  on 
my  family,”  Craig  said.  “Growing  up, 
my  cousin  and  I  were  very  close,  al¬ 
most  like  brother  and  sister.  One  day 
he  was  riding  his  bike  on  a  gravel  road 
and  hit  a  rock  that  caused  him  to  crash. 
He  was  thrown  off  his  bike  and  hit  his 
head  on  some  rocks.  He  was  then  air¬ 
lifted  to  Memphis,  had  tests  done  and 
ended  up  with  just  a  scar  on  his  head. 
At  the  time,  I  was  scared,  but  I  knew 
that  from  then  on  we  would  always 
wear  helmets  when  we  rode  bikes.” 

Prevention  and  Education  grants 
fund  projects  that  increase  awareness 
and  acceptance  of  safety  practices  sur¬ 
rounding  traumatic  brain  injuries  and 
spinal  cord  injuries. 

The  TBI/SCI  Trust  Fund  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1996  by  the  Mississippi  Leg¬ 
islature  to  provide  both  direct  services 
to  individuals  with  TBI  and  SCI  as  well 
as  sub-grants  to  organizations 
throughout  the  state  to  support  pro¬ 
grams  that  focus  on  the  awareness  and 
prevention  of  these  conditions.  It  is  ad¬ 
ministered  through  the  Mississippi 
Department  of  Rehabilitation  Services. 

“If  our  project  encourages  the  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  child  care  centers  to 
wear  these  helmets,  we  have  made  a 
significant  difference,”  Fleming-Parker 
said.  “In  the  nursing  field,  saving  lives 
is  our  business.  These  helmets  can 
help  us  do  just  that.”

Upon  completion  of 
medical  school,  MRPSP 
scholars  must  enter  a 
residency  program  in 
one  of  five  primary  care 
specialties:  family  medi¬ 
cine,  general  internal 
medicine,  pediatrics, 
medicine-pediatrics  or 
obstetrics /gynecology. 

The  MRPSP  Scholar 


must  provide  four  years 
of  service  in  a  clinic- 
based  practice  in  an  ap¬ 
proved  Mississippi 
community  of  15,000  or 
fewer  population  located 
more  than  20  miles  from 
a  medically-served  area. 

The  MRPSP  provides 
a  means  for  rural  Missis¬ 
sippi  students  to  earn  a 
seat  in  medical  school, 
receive  mentoring  dur¬ 
ing  the  medical  school 
application  process,  earn 
a  $120,000  medical 
school  scholarship  in  re¬ 
turn  for  four  years  of 
service  and  learn  the  art 
of  healing  from  practic¬ 
ing  rural  physicians.

ICC  offers  free  short-term  classes 
through  Dec.  to  those  who  qualify

Itawamba  Community  College 
is  offering  several  free  short-term 
career  pathways  to  those  who 
qualify  from  now  until  the  end  of 
December  as  part  of  the  ReSkill 
Mississippi  Initiative. 

The  program  is  designed  to 
help  ease  the  economic  burden 
and  uncertainty  the  pandemic  has 
created  for  the  state’s  workforce. 

ICC  is  utilizing  the  resources  to 
enhance  or  start  new  workforce 
development  training  and/or  ca¬ 
reer  education  programs  that 
would  positively  impact  underem¬ 
ployed,  unemployed,  furloughed 
and/or  otherwise  displaced  indi¬ 
viduals  who  are  experiencing  eco¬ 
nomic  hardships  as  a  result  of 
COVID-19,  said  ICC  President  Dr. 
Jay  Allen. 

ICC  has  utilized  the  ReSkill 
Mississippi  funds  to  create  short¬ 
term  pathway  programs  in  med¬ 
ical  administrative  assistant, 
quality  improvement  associate, 
introduction  to  industrial  mainte¬ 
nance  and  electrician  assistant. 


They  join  a  list  of  14  other  path¬ 
way  programs,  which  also  offer 
free  tuition  opportunities  for 
those  who  qualify  through  De¬ 
cember. 

Allen, who  serves  as  chair  of  the 
Mississippi  Association  of  Com¬ 
munity  Colleges  Workforce  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  Tyler  Camp,  chief  of 
staff  and  special  assistant  to  the 
president,  were  instrumental  in 
securing  the  more  than  $49  mil¬ 
lion  to  be  distributed  to  commu¬ 
nity  colleges  in  the  state. 

“We  at  ICC  appreciate  the  work 
of  Miss.  Rep.  Donnie  Bell  of  Ful¬ 
ton  and  Miss.  Senator  David 
Parker  of  Olive  Branch,  who 
worked  tirelessly  to  make  these 
funds  a  reality,”  Allen  said.  “These 
additional  resources  will  make  a 
huge  difference  in  many  lives 
across  the  state.” 

“ICC  and  the  community  col¬ 
lege  system  play  a  vital  role  in  pro¬ 
viding  workforce  training  in  our 
state,”  Bell  said.  “It  was  a  natural 
fit  for  this  one-time  injection  of 
funds  to  be  distributed  through 


the  state’s  workforce  regions  such 
as  Three  Rivers  Planning  and  De¬ 
velopment  District  in  an  effort  to 
get  Mississippians  back  to  work  or 
re-skilled.” 

ReSkillMS  was  created  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  the  Governor’s  Commis¬ 
sion  on  Economic  Recovery’s 
recommendation  that  significant 
dollars  from  the  CARES  Act  re¬ 
covery  funds  be  used  for  work¬ 
force  training  to  help  lift  the 
economic  burden  on  the  state’s 
workforce  from  COVID-19.  The 
State  Workforce  Investment 
Board,  the  Mississippi  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Employment  Security  and 
Mississippi’s  four  local  workforce 
areas  collaborated  to  develop  the 
program  to  allow  Mississippians 
out-of-work  or  those  working  re¬ 
duced  hours  to  “re-skill”  in  order 
to  fill  high-demand,  high-paying 
jobs  across  the  state.

WHAT  IS  THE  CURRENT

COVID  slightly  affects 
ICC  residence  hall  operation

Residence  halls  at  ICC 
are  at  full  capacity,  but 
COVID-19  has  somewhat 
changed  their  rules  and 
regulations. 

According  to  Dr.  Chad 
Case,  director  of  hous¬ 
ing,  “For  the  most  part,  it 
(COVID)  hasn’t.  We  have 
added  more  hand  sani¬ 
tizing  stations  and  are 
now  doing  bi-weekly 
room  checks  to  help  with 
the  cleanliness  of  the 
rooms.” 

CLEANLINESS 

The  importance  of  a 
clean  and  healthy  resi¬ 
dence  hall  is  indeed 
mandatory.  “General 
cleanliness,  building  to 
building,  the  resident  as¬ 
sistants  look  for  garbage, 


lingering  clothes,  ex¬ 
posed  food,  clean  sinks 
and  showers,”  Case  said. 

Along  with  those 
rules,  it  is  also  manda¬ 
tory  that  students  must 
always  keep  the  resi¬ 
dence  halls  safe.  “Can¬ 
dles,  pets,  hot  plates, 
coffee  machines  and  air 
fryers  are  not  allowed  in 
the  dorms;  however,  In¬ 
stant  pots  are,”  Case 
said. 

RULES 

It  is  important  that 
each  student  obeys  the 
rules.  “The  first,  second 
and  third  warning  will 
each  be  a  $25  fine,  and 
with  the  fourth  warning, 
the  student  will  be  asked 
to  move  out  for  four 
weeks.” 

To  help  enforce  the 


rules,  ICC  residence  halls 
have  both  hall  directors 
and  resident  assistants. 
The  directors  and  RAs 
each  play  a  role.  Case 
said  that  hall  directors 
are  the  ears  and  eyes  of 
the  residence  halls.  Their 
role  is  to  turn  in  prob¬ 
lems  and  to  do  work  and 
discipline  orders.  The 
resident  assistant’s  role 
is  to  help  assist  the  hall 
director,  which  includes 
walking  the  halls  Sunday 
through  Thursday,  ob¬ 
serving  the  building  and 
performing  duties  in 
housing  such  as  work  or¬ 
ders  as  well,  Case  said. 

VISITATION 
Males  can  visit  fe¬ 
males’  rooms  and  vice 
versa  on  Mondays  and 
Wednesdays.  Visitation 


times  are  between  6  and 
9  p.m.  For  a  student  to 
visit  or  have  a  visitor,  the 
students  must  leave  their 
ID  in  the  front  when  they 
first  check  in. 

Additional  rules  in¬ 
clude  one  visitor  per  stu¬ 
dent  and  always 
accompany  the  guest.  If 
the  visitor  were  to  visit 
another  student,  the 
guest  much  switch  the 
ID  to  the  next  student 
visited.  “There  will  be  a 
$50  fine  if  a  student  does 
not  check  in  and  a  $100 
fine  if  the  student  has 
guests  to  spend  the 
night,”  Case  said.  Doors 
should  be  halfway  open 
during  visits.

Associate  Degree  Nursing  instruc¬ 
tor  Dr.  Cathy  Todd  of  Fulton  has 
earned  more  than  25  hours  of  con¬ 
tinuing  education  to  complete  the 
Mississippi  Academy  for  Simula¬ 
tion  Training  through  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Mississippi  Medical  Center. 

The  MAST  provides  statewide 
simulation  educator  training,  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  University  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  Medical  Centers  through  the 
office  of  Interprofessional  Simula¬ 
tion,  Training  Assessment,  Re¬ 
search  and  Safety  and 
communicates  a  statewide  expec¬ 
tation  for  recognition  of  the  value 
of  pedagogically-advanced  train¬ 
ing  curricula,  contemporary  edu- 
cational/workplace 
communication  techniques  and 
the  highest  ethical  standards  in 
the  use  of  simulation  in  healthcare 
education. 

“The  MAST  course  provided  me 


with  teaching  strategies  that  I  will 
use  to  engage  students  in  learning 
opportunities  using  simulation,” 
Todd  said.  “The  knowledge  and 
experience  gained  by  students 
using  simulation  can  contribute  to 
increased  patient  safety  and  posi¬ 
tive  outcomes.” 

Todd’s  educational  background 
includes  the  associate’s  degree 
from  ICC;  bachelor’s  degree  from 
Mississippi  University  for 
Women;  master’s  degree  from  the 
University  of  Mississippi  Medical 
Center;  and  the  doctoral  degree 
from  Samford  University,  all  in 
nursing.  A  member  of  the  ICC  fac¬ 
ulty  since  2006,  she  also  serves  as 
an  adjunct  nursing  online  instruc¬ 
tor  for  Mississippi  University  for 
Women.

Theta  Tau  International  and  the 
National  Organization  of  Associ¬ 
ate  Degree  Nursing,  and  her  hon¬ 
ors  include  the  NISOD  Excellence 


in  Teaching  and  Leadership 
Award.  She  serves  on  ICC’s  Hon¬ 
ors  Council  as  well  as  the  curricu¬ 
lum  and  evaluation  nursing 
committees.

CenterStage 
re-evaluates 
during  pandemic

Life,  as  the  world 
knows  it,  has  been  inter¬ 
rupted  by  an  unforeseen 
force:  COVID-19. 

It  no  different  with 
ICC’s  pop  show  group, 
CenterStage,  which  fea¬ 
tures  vocals,  choreogra¬ 
phy  and  a  live  band  and 
is  led  by  Christy  Col¬ 
burn  and  Kyle  Davis.

When  discussing  how 
CenterStage  has  been 
affected,  Colburn  said, 
“That  is  a  complex  ques¬ 
tion  that  cannot  really 
be  answered  simply.  I 
believe  that  we  will  be 
experiencing  the  effects 
of  COVID  for  a  while.  It 
has  forced  us,  like  every¬ 
one  else,  to  re-evaluate 
how  we  do  what  we  do 
and  why  we  do  it.  It  has 
definitely  been  and  will 
continue  to  be  a  learn¬ 
ing  experience.” 

In  this  learning 
curve,  CenterStage  is  re¬ 
alizing  how  to  physically 
distance  and  still  have 
visually  entertaining 
performances. 

They  are  doing  this 
by  gridding  the  stage  to 
help  the  performers 
keep  an  idea  of  what  six 
feet  apart  looks  like  as 
well  as  spreading  inter¬ 
vals  and  utilizing  risers 
to  create  levels.  Masks 
are  still  to  be  worn  but 
thanks  to  the  Broadway 
Relief  Program,  singer’s 
and  resonance  masks 
are  now  an  option  for 
CenterStage.  Made  by 
singers  for  singers,  they 
help  with  breathing  dur¬ 
ing  a  performance.  De¬ 
spite  having  better 
masks,  Colburn  says 
that  it  is  still  a  struggle 
with  techniques  differ¬ 
ent  now  than  before. 


Even  with  the  vocalist’s 
masks,  mouth  form, 
tongue  placements  and 
other  techniques  will  be 
a  challenge  so  there  will 
be  more  dependence  on 
body  language  and  eye 
contract  to  be  their  vi¬ 
sual,  Colburn  said. 

Colburn  said  that 
CenterStage  is  following 
recommendations  and 
procedures  against 
COVID-19  provided  by 
the  administration  in 
case  of  contact  with  the 
virus.  As  far  as  show 
dates,  Colburn  said,  “At 
the  moment,  we  are  full- 
steam  ahead  as  if  we 
perform  in  a  few 
months,  but  we  are  a  lit¬ 
tle  on  standby.  We  truly 
hope  to  get  all  the  stu¬ 
dents’  hard  work  out  to 
the  community  even  if  it 
is  virtual. 

We  have  begun  dis¬ 
cussions  on  possibly 
creating  videos  of  num¬ 
bers  recorded  to  feature 
on  social  media  or 
livestreamed.  Every¬ 
thing  is  new,  and  the 
learning  curve  is  monu¬ 
mental  but  there  are 
ways  if  we  keep  working 
toward  solving  these 
temporary  roadblocks. 

Colburn  and  Center- 
Stage’s  enthusiasm  to 
continue  to  provide  en¬ 
tertainment  during  un¬ 
sure  times  goes  to  show 
that  the  old  saying,  “The 
show  must  go  on”  is  true 
even  amidst  a  pan¬ 
demic.

Review  lockdown 
procedures 

ICC’s  faculty,  staff  and  students  are  urged  to  re¬ 
view  campus  lockdown  procedures. 

“The  procedures  are  meant  to  be  very  simple  be¬ 
cause  at  the  point  of  a  lockdown,  the  major  concern 
is  the  safety  of  all  of  the  individuals  in  the  campus 
community,”  said  Dr.  Brad  Boggs,  dean  of  students. 

Notifications  will  be  communicated  via  ICC 
ALERT,  email  and  the  Emergency  Information  Web 
page. 

Upon  notification  of  campus  lockdown,  everyone 
must  react  immediately. 

The  procedures  include 

1)  Lock  all  doors  and  windows. 

2)  Close  all  blinds. 

3)  Turn  off  lights. 

4)  Use  room  furnishings  to  barricade  doors  and 
as  protection. 

5)  Everyone  should  sit  on  the  floor,  away  from 
doors  and  windows. 

6)  Make  no  noise. 

7)  Remain  in  lockdown  until  it  is  cleared  with  a 
notice  via  ICC  ALERT  or  the  police/administrator 
gives  te  ALL  CLEAR  code. 

In  addition,  these  are  procedures  in  the  event  of 
severe  weather  conditions  or  evacuation.

Instead  of  gathering  in  the 
W.O.  Benjamin  Fine  Arts  Center 
auditorium  on  the  Fulton  Campus 
a  few  days  before  classes  began, 
faculty  and  staff  members  logged 
in  for  the  ZOOM  session  instead  of 
spending  time  catching  up  on 
what  has  happened  over  the  sum¬ 
mer. 

Most  of  them  would  have  been 
catching  up  on  five  months  be¬ 
cause  COVID-19  abbreviated  face- 
to-face  contact  the  week  after 
spring  break  in  March.

The  uncer¬ 
tainty,  anxiety  and  concern  were 
felt  by  everyone  involved... includ¬ 
ing  your  administration.” 

ALLEN  COMMENDS 
ICC  FAMILY 

COVID  restrictions  since 
March  cancelled  the  annual  cele¬ 
bration  of  the  retirement  of  sev¬ 
eral  members  of  our  ICC  family. 
We  extend  our  best  wishes  to  each 
of  them  and  express  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  their  significant  contribu¬ 
tions.  Since  we  still  cannot  provide 
the  recognition  that  they  deserve, 
we  take  this  opportunity  to  show¬ 
case  their  dedication  and  service, 
and  staff  members  for  stepping  up 


to  make  the  spring  semester  suc¬ 
cessful  with  an  above-average  on¬ 
line  class  retention  rate  of  87.16 
percent.

This 
is  just  a  moment  in  time  and  is  not 
totally  what  our  future  will  loo 
like.  Know  that  countless  hours 
have  been  spent  assessing  all  func¬ 
tions  of  the  college  to  prepare  to 
safely  bring  you  and  our  students 
back  to  our  locations.  Will  it  be 
perfect?  Absolutely  not.  Will  we 
have  problems  arise?  Absolutely. 
The  only  we  will  be  able  to  survive 
the  next  5-10  months  as  an  insti¬ 
tution  is  by  being  resourceful, 
compassionate  and  flexible.” 
RESOURCES 

Allen  said  that  ICC  is  providing 
many  resources  for  the  safety  of 
students,  employees  and  the  com¬ 
munities  served.  They  include 
hand  sanitization  stations  across 
all  of  the  college’s  locations,  new 
signage  promoting  safety  proto¬ 
cols  and  equipment,  a  customized 
mobile  app  for  self-reporting  and 
contact  tracing,  rapid  testing  for 
employees  and  students,  new 
technology  to  further  enhance  dis¬ 
tance  learning  capabilities  and  the 
purchase  of  additional  PPE,  all 


made  possible  by  CARES  Act 
funds.  In  addition,  the  resources 
are  being  used  to  enhance  or  start 
workforce  development  and/or 
career  education  programs  that 
would  positively  impact  the  un¬ 
deremployed,  unemployed,  fur¬ 
loughed  and/or  otherwise 
displaced  individuals  who  are  ex¬ 
periencing  economic  hardships  as 
a  result  of  COVID. 

“We  are  navigating  very  chal¬ 
lenging  times,”  Allen  said.  “It  is 
important  to  exercise  compassion 
now  more  than  ever.  Each  and 
every  day,  you  will  come  in  direct 
or  indirect  contact  with  individu¬ 
als  who  will  be  uneasy  about  the 
world  we  are  currently  living  in. 
The  one  constant  we  can  ensure  is 
our  mission  of  quality  instruction 
while  focusing  on  student  success. 
I  encourage  you  to  go  the  extra 
mile  to  be  the  positive  difference 
in  these  students’  lives  and  to  be 
the  light  in  some  very  dim  times.”

In  closing,  Allen  challenged  all 
members  of  ICC’s  family.  “I  leave 
you  with  the  challenge  to  get  a  lit¬ 
tle  better  every  day,  both  person¬ 
ally  and  professionally.  Don’t  miss 
the  opportunity  to  get  better  and 
be  better  today,  because  I  guaran¬ 
tee  you  that  our  students  and  our 
communities  need  us  to  be  better 
than  we  were  yesterday.  Remem¬ 
ber  to  show  compassion  as  we 
challenge  our  students  to  grow  in¬ 
tellectually  and  to  develop  the 
skills  necessary  to  succeed  in  life.

ICC  awards  bid 
for  dorm 


Staff  Reports 

Itawamba  Community  College  is  expected  to  break 
ground  in  the  near  future  for  a  new  residence  hall  to  be 
constructed  at  the  Fulton  Campus  adjacent  to  Sheffield 
Hall  on  West  Main  Street. 

ICC’s  Board  of  Trustees  voted  at  its  Sept.  14  meeting 
to  award  the  contract  for  the  facility  to  WAR  Construc¬ 
tion,  Inc.  of  Tuscaloosa,  Ala. 

The  72,000-square-foot  three-story  residence  hall 
will  have  250  beds,  customizable  halls/wings  for  sepa¬ 
rated  male  and  female  occupancy,  two  efficiency  apart¬ 
ments  and  one  hall  director  apartment.  The  spacious 
first  floor  lobby  will  also  feature  study  rooms  for  resi¬ 
dents. 

In  addition  to  improved  parking  lots,  there  will  be  a 
safer  pedestrian  sidewalk  to  Sheffield  Hall  and  a  safer 
crosswalk  across  Main  Street  to  connect  residents  to 
the  campus. 

“Each  year,  ICC  maxes  out  its  available  rooms  and 
has  a  significant  waiting  list  for  housing,  and  to  better 
accommodate  our  students,  construction  of  this  resi¬ 
dence  hall  has  been  on  the  drawing  board  for  the  last 
few  years,”  said  ICC  President  Dr.  Jay  Allen.  “Students 
are  our  top  priority,  and  it  is  our  commitment  to  pro¬ 
vide  campus  housing  to  ensure  that  they  have  a  more 
comprehensive  collegiate  experience.”
